What a Condition the Charch of S:cér- 
hand is io, acd where thefe things’ will 
end is plain, fince as Yam inform’d' now 
in feveral Places, the Presbyterians of ‘the 
Eftablifh’d Church, cannot go in fafety 
to hear, of their Minifters to preach, even 
in their own Parifh Churches—$Should this 
drive them to a necefity of going atm’d 
to their Churches to hear their Minifters, 
aod to keep off the Rabbles, and if the 
other come to difturb thenf‘in the fame 
armed maoner, any one may foop judge 
what will quickly be the Fate of Scotland, 
But I'll fir give you the Story, and thea 
proceed.

: Hat whereas your Petitioner : hay

“ed their Sacisfafion with my Miniftry, 
* not only by their numerous Attendance 
“upon Sermon, and bringing their Chil* 
© dren to be Baptized, and others of them 
* being Married by me3 butatfo by pro- 
* ceeding thereafter voluntarily to give me 


© a Call from the Paroch of Boleskine, where. 


“1 was Minifter, to be their Minifter.: 
* Which Call, fubfcrib’d by all the refiden-

« Murchou M1c-Milmoir, came armed, and 
, by Violence prefled me and my Man out 
« Of that Place, the faid Morning, obliging 


«Us totravel a long Journey taat Day, 


, and left me Monday Morning within two 
« Miles of the abovemention'd Sir Fobn’s 
« Houfe, and carried away my Man, q@hi- 
, ther I could not know, deducing when 
« they came, that they had Orders from 
« Fobn Mac-Kenzie Brother-Germane to the 
¢ late Gerlocb, fo co treat me: AD the Per- 
« fons in either of thefe Parties made a {e- 
« cret Regret to me, declaring they were 
cfore’d to this barsarous Treatment by

* was given our amongfttiiem, That Pres- 
* bytery wasa Dying Caufe, asi that there 
* was encouragement to expe& their Cu-

“I reply’d, That I was already fettled 
© Minifter of Gerloch, and how could I be 
* ftopp’d from officiating among my 
* People, confidering the Civil EAablithe

© To which he anfwer’d, That it wquld be 
* che Queen's Furces, after Application to 
© Britifo Parliament, that would give me 
*fooing, or any Presbyterian Minifter in 
* that Place, or in any other Paroch where 
‘he had Intereft or Iofluence ; and chac 
* he did‘not own the Authoricy of the Prese 
* bytr:e that admitted me ; and thus he be- 
* haved, tho’ one of the Juftices of the 


* Peace for the County, aod an Heritor 


©in the Paruch of Gerloch, 


* May it therefore pleafe the very Re- 
* yerend Synod to take the Premifes 
* to their Confideration, and to 
‘do therein as in their Wifdoms 
“they fhall judge fir.
